No Eeaaon for War.
As we beheld this majestic celebration

In which the roprosontatlvos of different
nations participate and witness th mani-
festations of a genulno fraternal spirit
among them, wo aro Impressed with the
thought that there ls no rational reason
why nations should resort to war. May
we not, on this theater of past conflicts,
surrounded now by tho ImprosBlve- monu-
ments of peace, venturo to hopo that tho
widespread movement which seeks to In-

sure the maintenance of pcaco among the
nations of tho world without invoking the
sword may grow In strength and at no
distant day bocomo Incorporated as a
part of tho fixed policy of nations. To
advocate measures to tho maintenance of
International 'tranquillity, to endeavor to
substitute reason for force. Is not evi-
dence of nny decay in the courago of
manhood of nations but it Is the procla-
mation of tho groat truth that modern
civilization Is not a failure. It Is a failure
if It does not oubstltuta for force tho
serene and chamber of reison
and deliberation There Is such a thing
as righteousness among nations, letthem take their differences Into Interna-
tional courts of Justice and there let rea-
son and righteousness prevail. I,ot na-
tions, by every honorable means which
enlightened statesmanship may suggest,
avoid an appeal to that court whero might
alono turns the balance.

We have no nocd to fear that the rela-
tions between the United States and
Great Britain will over again bo dis-
turbed. We havo faith to believe that
our Hags which grace this historic occa-
sion nnd which mingle together and salute
each other upon tho Plains of Abraham
will never confront each other In conlllct
upon either land or sen.

I beg again to thank your Royal High-
ness for the gracious welcomo and hos-
pitality which you tender to me an tho
representative of tho United States and
to wish for your country and your people
a continuance of the blessings of peace,
progress and prosperity.

Tho Princo of Wales, in replying to
tho Vico President, said:

Itosporiso of tho Prince.
The king, whose earnest deslro Is al-

ways to promote tho best and closest re-
lations between nations, has especially
ucaitcu mc, 115 nib 1 epi cacniaiive, 10 con-
voy to you, Mr. of tho
United States, and to your colleagues, not
only a hearty welcome, but also a warm
expression of thanks, both to It and to
your government, for your presence hero
on this auspicious occasion. Your pres-
ence Is not merely an indication of your
Interest In this celobratlon; It ls an out-
ward and visible sign of tho friendship,
concord and good will botweon ourselves
and that great country which you repre-
sent with so much distinction. We think
of the United States ns having given the
examplo of energy and courago In con-
quering and cultivating the forests and
boundless prairies which now yield har-
vests and Illimitable wealth. Wo rocog-nlz- o

that the presence of representatives
of tho United Sto.tes and France among
us testifies to tho growth of tho spirit
of friendship between nations. On that
spirit the progress of humanity largely
depends, and I hope and bellovo truo
progress will express Itself more und moro
In years to come. The high Ideal of uni-
versal peace and brotherhood may bo
far from realization, but every act that
promotes harmony among nations pirtnts
the way toward Its attainment. This cele-
bration ls such an act, for It applies to
Canada, to tho British government anfl to
the civilized world. I thcreforo rejoice
to bo hero, to take part with you during
these memorable days ln paying homago
to Champlain and doing honor to Que-
bec.

At IJ o'clock tho Princo of Wales

went aboard the United States battle-
ship New Hampshire.

Tho blue-
jackets aud marines ranged along the
docks and tops, and rousing cheers
woro given as tho prince stopped
aboard. He was received on the after-dec- k

and filed rato issued bv tho
Oh icago & Alton Railroad company."

In the academy llBt will have their
cases passed upon by tho Sccrotary of
War, and have been ordorod to await
tho Secretary's action at their homes.
Precedent ln such cases seta tho penalty
as dismissal from tho academy following
proof of tho charge.

Just what tho Incident was which
caused tho suspensions cannot bo learned
hore. Tho academy authorities declineto talk upon the matter and refuse to
give out any Information regarding It.
Tho Incident was given publicity by oho
of the accused cadets after leaving West
Point.

Tonight from other sources It was
learned regarding tho hazing at tho acad-emy which has been going on during thepast three months. Never, it can be said,
was ovldenco of hazing so carefully and
so skillfully concealed. Even tho cadot
officers wero kept out of tho secret while
as for tho plobcs, as the fourth classmen
aro called, they all took their hazing un-
complainingly.

Tho form which tho hazing took con-
sisted of a requirement that tho plebcs
"fall ln" at tho first tap of tho warning
drum Instead of walling tho usual five
minutes to tho final call. The punishment
for failure to comply Is said to have takena unique form, embodied In an order to
tho offender In substance as follows:

"Go out Into G company street and pick
up a hundred nlco, fat ants, put them In
your cap and In half an hour como back,
count thorn, and If any are absent report
accordingly. If all aro proscnt or ac-
counted for, put them ln your locker until
further orders."

Tho poor plobo thereupon repaired to
tho company street and for the next half-ho-

or so was tho busiest man In this
section of the camp. When ho had finally
corralled tho necessary number of ants
he went back and reported. Then thoplebe counted them, and If all tho ants
were "present or accounted for" he was
told to placo them In his locker for safekeeping. On the other hand. If an ant
was absent he would probably be ordered
out to capture another rVfty as an addi-
tional punishment.

HASKELL FOR TREASURER

Brown came
to this country on Juno 27, 1880, and on
April 27, 1891, he applied for his final
papers. They wero granted, but a sub-
sequent Investigation has revealed the
discrepancy of two months and twenty
days. Now Brown ls willing nnd thegovommont officials havo decided to

to se'eure tho annulment of theoriginal papers so that Brown may prop-
erly become a citizen of tho United States.
Ho has been considered as such for thopast seventeen years. Brown came from
Scotland when ho was twentv-on- e rears
old. He lives at 40D South Eighth East.
